One is that the
merchant pay on a sliding scale
based on his gross volume, An-
other is that rate of payment
be .gauged by the number of
employes, One is about as good
as the other, but councils have
discouraged any attempt to
change the present method sim-
ply because of the enormous
amount of bookkeeping and
clerical work which such a
change would demand.
